‘Embargo’ Is. Asked by 
_ Chicago Dealer.

Washington, D, C., July 25.—|Spe- 
cial.J—With the coal mines of Illinois 
tied up by a strike, a fuel shortage in 
the northwest and New England* and 
the export trade draining the country 
of desirable grades, the nation again} 
faces a fuel crisis which all the gov- 
ernment regulation of the last three 
years appears to have been powerless 
to prevent. 4 

The ‘administration again is beth 
deluged with appeals from the opéra- 
tors, the miners and the public to do 
something to see that industry gets 
enough coal for continuous operation 
and that householders are enabled to. 
lay in their winter’s stores. 

More Federal Control? 

President Wilson has under consid-} 
eration pleas to reincarnate various 
phases of the late fuel administration | 
and Attorney General Palmer is going 
to try his hand at a solution in a con- 
ference with the coal men in New York 
on Tuesday. 

That Chicago and the middie west 
are threatened with a famine of high 
grade industrial and household coal un- 
less an embargo on export of the Po- 
cahontas grade of eastern bituminous 
is imposed was declared in a telegram:

Protest Against Exports. 
“The Independent Coal Dealers’ as- 
sociation of Chicago protests on the 
shipment of Pocahontas coal for ex- 
port,” the message read, “as the for- 
eign countries are outbidding “the deal- 
ers in the United States on this grade 
of coal and therefore raising prices to 
extent that causes the Amer- 
ican pers to suffer with high prices. 
“If an embargo was placed against 
foreign export of this grade of coal the 
city of Chicago and the middie west 
would be able to obtain their” require- 
ments, as Chicago must have a speci: 
fied amount of Pocahontas coal to keep 
from suffering this winter. We urge 
that some action be taken by the in- 
terstate commerce commission of the 
United States at once that we may 
be able to keep the suffering public of 
Chicago warm this winter.” ® 
New England Wants Embargo. 
Just before congress adjourned Sen- 
ator Walsh of Massachusetts voiced 
the outcry of New England against 
the shortage and exorbitant prices of 
coal resulting from the operatigns of. 
the export trade. He advocated an 
embargo by congressional action, but 
congress did not consider the matter. 
The interstate commerce commission 
was appealed to at that time by New 
England interests ‘to émbargo the 
movement of coal for export. 


The federal trade commission made}. 


public today a bwiletin reporting the 
cost of mining bituminous coal last 
April, which shows that the operators’: 
margin took a jump of 17 cents a ton 
that month over the previous quarter. 
“Margin” vs. “Profit.” 

The average sales realization of the 
812 operators reporting to the com- 

mission for April was $3.26 per ton, 
while their total reported’ f. o, b. mine 
cost amounted to $2.76. Of this latter 
amount $2.04 represented labor costs 
per ton; 31 cents the cost of supplies 
and 41 cents overhead expense. 

The difference between the sales real« 
ization and the f. o. b. mine cost per 
ton is the “margin” which was 60 
cents per ton. The commission em- 
phasizes the point that this “ margin” 
is not the same as profit. 

“Not all of the margin is profit,” 
they say. “In order to arrive at the 
amount available for income and ex- 
cess profits taxes, dividends, or sur- 
plus, there must be deducted certain 
items, such as selling expenses and in- 
terest on borrowed capital, and there 
must be added certain items, such as 
income from outside investments.” 

Increase in “ Margin.” 

Along with the April figures, com- 
parable information is shown for the 
first three months of 1920 and for the 
year 1918. The average working times 
of the mines for the 767 operators in 
April was only sixteen days as against 
eighteen days per month for the same 
operators from January to March, 
1920. The sales realizations of the 767 
operators increased from $2.77 per ton 
in the first three months of 1920 to 
$3.30 per ton in April; so that, though 
their total f. o. b. ay cost increased 
from $2.38 per ton to $2.74, the re. 
sultant margin of these operators in- 
creased from 39 cents per ton in the 
first quarter. to 56 cents in April. The 
increase in reported cost of the 599 

operators in April, 1920, over 1918 was 
$1 per cent, while their production in 
April fell 23 per cent below their aver- 
age monthly production in a 1948,

RUNAWAY STRIKES. 


coal mines in Illinois and threatens to close the 
remainder in the face of the most serious coal situa- 
tion which the nation has faced in years has been 
branded by Frank Farrington, head of the miners 
in this state, as a “runaway strike.” When it 
started among a few day workers in downstate 
mines Farrington was reported to have said that he 


was unable to eontrel the men. * 
Now the strike has guined such proportions that 


| it threatens to extend to Indiana, Ohio, and western 


Pennsylvania. If the Gay men’s demands are 
similar strikes will follow in every unionized bitu- 
minous coal field in the country. 

A somewhat similar situation developed In the 
runaway strike of switchmen last spring. The lead- 
ers of established and recognized unions asserted 
they could not control the men. The result is well 
known. We are still paying the bill in congestion 
and freight delays. | 

If labor leaders are so powerless te contro! the 
men, by gvhat authority do they represent them? 
If union agreements can be so easily abrogated, of 
what advantage is it for employers to make such 
agreements? 

“ Runaway strikes ” are coming to be the greatest 
menace to the cause of conservative, substantial 
organized labor that it has eyer known. They allow 
the radical, irresponsible, uncontrolled minority to 
cast a blight upon the entire union labor cause. 

The ordinary citizen who makes up the great 
unorganized mass of the population is not inclined 
to differentiate between a “ runaway strike” and a 
sanely authorized strike when his coal bin is emp- 
tied, his supply of food cut off, or his transportation 
blocked. The results are what count with him. 
Generaliy he will blame these results upon unions, 
without regard to details. 

It is a task for intelligent, self- -respecting union 


{men to see that they and their cause is not so stig- 
matized.. They can do so by seeing to it that “ run-| 


away strikes” are deprived of their support, either 
moral or material, and that leaders who are neither 
representative nor responsible are likewise eeprived 
of support.

The heart does hypertrophy or “dilate, 
‘but the change takes place gradually. In 
most cases marked change requires weeks 
or months. Without an X-ray no one 
except a very skillful physician can de- 


| termine moderate changes in the size of 
the heart and he is wrong almost as often 


| as he is right.

The evidence is as follows: She evi- 
dently “watched” her heart closely and 
built a line of symptoms and a course of 
behavior on her observations plus her 
imaginings.

[This ts the conclusion of the state- 
ment by Chester E. Cleveland, special 
cowmsel for the city in the traction litt 
gation.

“Where Tribune Erred.”

_“A MAN OF THE PEOPLE” 


BY PERCY 


HOWARD HALL’S Lincoln 
last evening at the Princess was 
sométhing more than the inof- 
fensive approximation which is 

the most-that one can hope from act- 
ors’ em ents great 

Each member of the audience, no 
doubt, had in his mind his own individ- 
ual tradition of the appearance and 
personality of the. Presidem, formed 
from reading, perhaps, or the vague 
operations of his imagination, or from 
scrutiny of the statues and statuettes 
in the public parks. Agajnst those tra- 
ditions Mr. Hall had to work. He had 
to mold the various mental pictures of 
his audience into the ‘one that he him- 
self was making, lest he should dis- 


please. That he performed this under. 


taking successfully was indicated by 
his popularity with those present, none 
of whom, so far ds a 
was offended. 


| 

In doing so, Mr. Hall, of course, en- 
deavored no innovations. His Lincoln 
was drawn along the safer lines. From 
the conventional store house of act- 
ing he brought the pathos, the humor, 
the tragedy, the never-failing under- 
dog-ism, the courage, the conflict, and 
the tnlumph that always win in the 
theater. A man of considerable charm, 
not rugged enough, it may be, wth a 
voice a bit too high and an intonation 
too sanctimonious, he was wise enough 
to banish all unnecessary histrionism. 
He was dignified and unstagy, he ex- 
hibited a gift of declamation consonant 
with actuality and he strove for no un- 
human and majestic heights. He was 
more than a satisfactory Lincoln, and 
several of us who went to scoff re- 
mained to applaud. He and the Rev. 
Mr. Dixon, the author, I suspect, have 
put a crimp, so far as this neighbor- 
hood is concerned, into Mr. Drink- 
water’s more famous drama upon the 
same subject. 

‘For Mr. Dixon has contrived in “A 
Man of the People,” a play which acts 
much better than Mr. Drinkwater's 
play reads. The Drinkwater opus, in 
the reading, is merely a series of the 
more obvious of the Lincoln platitudes, 
simply but loosely connected. Mr. 
Dixon, for whom as a dramatist I have 
had no regard hitherto, essays to put 


a“ punch ” into his recital, making cli- 


mactic emphasis of two or three of the 
less known crises in the President's 
career. One of these is a scene showing 
the Republican national committee, 
headed by Henry Raymond of the 
New York Times, demanding his with- 
drawal as the presidential nominee in 
the gloomy days of 1864. Another 
shows’ Lincoln and McClellan in a 
secret intervi®w in the White House, 
wherein Lincoln indicts his discarded 
marshal for a vengeful treason. Both 
are effective episodes; and the first 
enables Mr. Dixon to ggnew the 
venemous animosity toward Thaddeus 
Stevens which was so evident in “ The 
Birth of a Nation.” He causes poor 
old Thaddeus to limp about the stage 
like the murderous Mr. Hyde in one 
of his snarling paroxysms. He is un- 
friendly, too, to Mrs. Lincoln, conceiv- 
ing her as nosy, somewhat of a shrew, 
and so extravagant as to have a charge 
account of $20,000 at the shop of A. T. 
Stewart & Co., New York. 

Mr. Dixon (who made a speech, iden- 
tifying himself as the reconstructed 
progeny of a secessionist and slave- 
owner) explains in the playbill. the aim 
of his composition. This, he says, is 
to emphasize that emancipation of the 
slaves was merely an ificident of the
